Magnis John Cooley 
Buried On Tuesday; 
Services At Roseville 


SACRAMENTO — Magnis John 
Cooley, 86, one of the last of the 
drivers of four horse stages of early 
mining days in the Mother Lode, 
died Monday at a _ local hospital. 
Survivor of many trips between Au- 
burn and old Hangtown, now Pla- 
cerville, Cooley died after a short 
illness. He was a native of Lowa. 

For the past 40 years he had been 
living at the home of his son, J. L. 
Cooley, 2517 O street. He was a 
well known figure in Placerville, 
Auburn and Coloma. 

Mr. Cooley came to Spanish 
Dry Diggins, El Dorado county, in 
1878, and began work as a miner 
in the famous Dry Diggin’s mine.

Moratorium Extended 
To Aug. 20; Redemption 
Until April 20, 1940 


SACRAMENTO—Governor Olson 
on Monday signed two bills adopted 
by the legislature as emergency 
measures. They extend the delin- 
quent tax moratorium to August 20, 
1939. and permit redemption of de- 
linquent property without penalties 
until April 20, 1940.

Lewis and Clark into the Northwest. 
He was then 47 years old. 

Greenwood quit the expedition be- 
cause of difficulties with its leac- 
ers and returned to the Wind River 
country. Here, at the age of 50, he 
married a comely maiden of the 
Crow tribe, who bore him many 
children. 

Old Greenwood was white chief- 
tain of the Crows until 1822 when 
he joined General William H. Asn- 
ley’s expedition to trap and explore 
the Rocky Mountains. Ashley ad- 
vertised in a St. Louis newspaper 
for young men, but Greenwood, 69, 
| responded, and got a job. 
His companions on this jaunt in- 
;Cluded Jedediah Smith. Thomas 
Fitzpatrick, William L. Sublette, 
| David E. Jackson. Louis Vasquez 
‘and the mulatto, Edward Rose. 

These men. who later occupied im- 
portant places in the annals of the 
early West. were from 15 to 20 yeats 
of age when they joined the Ashley 
party and the venerable Greenwuod. 


Well: steeped in wilderness jore, had | 


taught the lads from his vast fund 
of experience. 

In the headwaters of the Green 
River, Ashley’s party “found more 
beaver than the oldest trapper had 
ever seen before,” according to ac- 


counts of the expedition. The virgin | 


country attracted Long Knives. as 


| the mountain men were called. from | 


all parts of the West and the annu- 


al rendezvous at Henry’s Fork on! 


the Green River was the Great Ba- 
Sin's outstanding social event. 


Greenwood roamed the West, ac- |} 


companied by his faithful wife. 
Batchicka, and, when more than 
70 years old, returned to the lodges 


of the Crows. He was stricken with | 


blindness. When the best efforts of 
the medicine men failed to affora 
relief, Batchika loaded her aged 
mate and their samily (the young- 
est was a month old babe. sti!) 
cradled on his mother's back), in- 
to a canoe and started a thousand 
| mile river trip to St. Louis. 


| Greenwood’s rifle, knife and all the 
| family possessions excepting a cop- 
; Per kettle of food that Batchika at- 
tempted to conceal were taken by 
| the mauraders. When a Sioux war- 

rior spied the hidden kettle and 

tried to seize it, Batchika. infuri- 
| ated, wielded the paddle with such 
| effectiveness that she won the ad- 
| miration of her captors. 

“Squaw heap brave,” commented 
the Sioux. who admired courage 
above any other quality, and in rec- 
‘ ognition of Batchika’s valor the 

plunderers returned their loot. 

At St. Louis an operation removed 
, the source of Greenwood's eye ail- 
ment—probably cataracts— and the 


|

“My wife was a Crow,” was old 
| Greenwood’s proudest boast. 


Antoine Robidoux and Dr. John

Coast. Its climate was delightiul, 
and sickness was almost unknown. 

Missourians of that period su:- 
fered intensely from ague, and its 
accompanying chills and fever, and 
;an urge to live in a healthier cij- 
mate stimulated the first overland 
' travel. 

Old Greenwood, in his eightieth 
; year, agreed to guide the Stevehs- 
Townsend-Murphy Party to Califor- 
Nia. 

The Bidwell party had barely won 
through to California by abandon- 
ing its wagons in Nevada to cross 
the Sierra on foct. 

Fremont had found it necessary 
to leave his brass cannon on the 
eastern slope. 

Old Greenwood took charge ot 
his wagon train at Council Bluffs 
and started overland, accompanied 
by his sons and daughters. One of 
the girls died on the trail and was 
buried near Fort Laramie. 

At Fort Hall—later the fork in 
the.road which divided California 
and Oregon traffic — Greenwood 
charted a new course. His new route 
encountered the Humboldt River 
near its source at Wells, Nev., and 
followed along its entire length to 
Carson Sinks. 

Greenwood parleyed with the Dig- 
ger Indians, gained their good will 
and traversed their lands without

' There was plenty of grass for 
Greenwood’s train, and the river 
was sufficiently high to dilute its 
alkali content. The party was ab! 
| to camp a week at Carson Sinks—a 
| place that later trains found deso- 
‘late and forbidding. 

| Old Greenwood won the friend- 
,Ship of Piute braves ne encounter- 
;ed near the sinks. An old chief- 
| tain, Truckee, father of Chief Win- 
| nemucea, who later piundered many 
jan emigrant train, toid Greenwood 
|of a river that came down out of 
, the Sierra. Truckee, incidentally, 
‘is not an Indian name, ‘but a pro- 
|nunciation of “O. K.”, according 
j;to Author Kelly. 


| It was on October 1, 1844, follow- 
ing a cross country trek that had 
started during the preceding March 
; when Greenwood ied his caravan 
'from the Carson Sinks toward the 
| Sierra. After two days’ march 
| through sandy waste, the emigrants 
| reached the river. There was plenty 
lof water and grass, but no road 
| up the boulder strewn Truckee. The 
wagons began their difficult as- 
cent, often crossing the 
!many as twenty times a day. with 
lhalf a dozen yoke of oxen hauling 
|each wagon through the stream. 

i One morning the travelers awak- 
ened to a foot of snow. 

Winter had sent its warning. The 
wagons had tarried too long dn their 
Way across the plains. Pushing up- 
ward, the wagon train came to a 
‘fork in the stream. The 
| branch was the outlet from Lake 


aS to which ferk to follow. 

Greenwood casi the deciding vote 
and elected to travel the 
fork. A few miles beyond the train 
|reached a beautiful lake. 
| which were towering granite bul- 
| warks that defeated the ul-fated 
Donner party. 

“One cannot fully comprehend 
| conditions existing in °44 until he 
| has climbed that precipice over the 
| identical trail traveled by the emi- 
grants.” declared Kelly. 

The almost perpendicular

| clothed with a thick cover of large 
| pines, but the greatest handicap was 
|a blanket of loose snow that added

| Several wagons were abandoncd 
,}at Donner Lake. Five wagons, how-

precipice and completed the trip to 
Sacramento. 

“After studying the situation from 
every angle,” wrote Kelly, Green- 
| WOOd at last found a narrow crevice 
through which the oxen were push- 
ed by main force, one at a time, as- 
| Sisted by chains from above.” 

Eight yoke of oxen, assisted br

Old Greenwood and his son Sam. 
overtaking the train after a little 
Side expedition of their own. came 
upon the wounded Indian. 

Sam put the suffering Digger out 
of his misery with a bullet through 
the head. Old Greenwood, upon | 
reaching camp. declared that the | 
man who shot the Indian must die. | 
John, however, fearing his father s | 
wrath. had fled. Greenwood fssued | 
orders for members of the party to] 
shoot his son on sight. as though he | 
were a wild beast. and if John had 
been located during the next few 
days. he undoubtedly would have j 
been slain. Many months passed be- | 
fore John dared to face his father | 
and effect a reconciliation. 

When the Donner party was trap- 
ped at the lake where Greenwood | 
and his first train narrowly had es- | 
caped a similar fate, it was old 


| 


Greenwood who guided the second 
relief expedition which succeeded 
in getting a pack train over the 
mountain to the pitiful survivors of 
one of the west’s most appalling pi- 
oneer tragedies. The old man could 
not make the entire trip, but re- 
mained behind to guard a food 
cache, 


His son, William, however, was 
among the group that reached Don- 
ler Lake and helped to take out sev- 
eral of the party. 

When gold was discovered at Co- 
loma, Old Greenwood located a min- 
ing claim twelve miles from the or- 
iginal diggings, where a town now 
bears his name. He was among thc 
first to hit pay dirt after the or- 
iginal strike. The hard work of ex- 
tracting gold irked the old man 
who, with his boys, shot game and 
sold it to the miners. His son John 
opened a trading post during °50 in 
Greenwood Valley. 

The Digger Indians, driven to the 
wall by merciless whites, retaliated 
by attacking miners, and _ thus 
prompted punitive expeditions. Join 
Greenwood lead a group of miners 
against an Indian rancheria on 
Weaver’s Creek in which twents 
were slain and thirty were captur 
ed. 

Six of the Indian captives were 
found to be implicated in raids upon 
miners in the North and Middle 
Fork districts. 


They were taken into a clearing | 
and permitted to flee for their lives | 


while the unerring riflemen drop- 
ped them as they ran.
